'An interesting defense of 


"politicians" 
comes from 


one who is recognized as a 
master in the line—a well 
educated man long recog- 
nized as a political boss in 
one of the big 
cities. 
He 


says: 
- "Many able men are kept 
oii't of politics because of 
the calumny they must un- 
dergo, since to be suspicious 
of 
anything 
a 
politician 


does is a national pastime. 
So widespread is this con- 
tempt of persons in politics 
that any promising young 


- man purposing to enter pol- 


itics would 
probably 
be 


thought little short 
of 
a 


fool. 
"But politics enhances the 


science and art of govern- 
ment, and the highest type 
of public service ' we ever 
had was from Abraham Lin- 
coln, a 
politician. Hence, 


expressions 
of disgust at 


political careers do not show 
either good sense or patriot- 
ism. . 
; 
"The man in politics, to 


be successful, must 
have 


capacity for clear thinking 
and high thinking, too often 
lacking in time of crisis in 
this country. He must have 
intellectual 
sincerity, but 


• needs to remember that no 
...party has a monopoly on 
truth. He must be patient 
and have a sense of humor. 
All of these Lincoln'had. 


This is a pretty fair state- 


ment, on the 
whole. The 


trouble is that 
so .-many 


"professional 
politicians," 


those who make a living 
out of politics, fail to live 


. up to the Lincoln standards. 
Lincoln- put- disinterested 
public service first and the 
job second. 


What discredits 
profes- 


sional politics 
most, how- 


ever, is the use of political 
intelligence and influence to 
acquire political power and 
make a living out of poli- 
tics without holdng public 
office. There is always re- 
spect and admiration for a 
politician 
who has been 


elected to serve the public 
and who is doing a good 
job. It is different with the 
"boss," big or little, whose 
political service consists in 
serving as a 
public job- 


broker. 


THE MA*SS PLAN 


The keynote of modern 


industry has 
been "mass 


production," and mass pro- 
duction .has put us where 
we are. So what? 


Trust a technical man to 


give the answer in a form- 
ula. Howard Scott, Techno- 
crat, comes across wi.th this: 


"The problem," he says, 


"is to provide mass purchas- 
ing power for mass output 
of mass 
production 
with 


mass leisure." Say that over 
slowly a few times, and if 
you don't grow dizzy you 
may begin to see light. 


Stepped down to ordinary 


understanding Scott's form- 
ula seems to mean that the 
way to keep the industrial 
system going is to let the 
mass of the people work at 
mass 
machine 
production 


without hindrance, and see 
that they have enough pur- 
chasing power to take and 
use all the stuff that comes 
off the production lines. It 
could be done, he figures, af 
all of us worked only 164 
days a year for 20 years— 
from the age of 25 to 45. 


So far this? sounds pretty 


good. Many, though, will 
balk at the way the Techno- 
crats propose to handle the 
financing. 
Private 
profit 


would be abolished. Every 
individual would 
get 
his 


pay in non-transferable cer- 
tificates, buying about what 
could be bought now, for.

iar with the old style cur- 
rent events talk at which 
some one made a speech at 
an audience. Sometimes the 
talk was merely a restate- 
ment of the . news • of. the 
past week or month and 
was not very stimulating or. 
enlightening to persons-who 
read daily newspapers reg- 
ularly. 
Occasionally 
the 


talk was improved with in- 
telligent interpretation of 
events and 
so served 
at 


least to stimulate thinking. 
Question periods following 
such 
talks 
were 
usually 


brief and the question^ were 
scattered and often irrelev- 
ant. 


Today real discussion is 


taking the place of the lec- 
ture-and-questipns. "Leaders 
are being trained to con- 
duct discussion groups, en- 
couraging everyone with an 
idea to express it and see- 
ing that, as far as possible, 
a subject is thoroughly cov- 
ered before it is dropped. 


Such meetings will 
not 


immediately solve the eco- 
nomic and social problems 
so much in the public and 
official minds these days, 
but they should bring about

and 


to participate more active- 
ly, as good citizens, in pub- 
lic affairs.

For the church, with 
its -countless^ millions. of members, 
Jiyiftg -and' dead, Js made up of 
baptized believers in Jesus Christ. 
An Institution so ' old, and so 
widely prevalent throughout the 
world, is worthy of real -consid- 
eration. 


>There is more ' to baptism than 


mere' "joining the church." It is 
a. visible seal of spiritual unity 
with the head of the church, and 
with all the Innumerable company 
of His disciples. One states a sim- 
ple but stupendous fact in record- 
ing:- that baptism is Initiation in- 
to- the greatest brotherhood ex- 
tant. a brotherhood that makes 
all the fraternal orders and other 
organizations 
seem 
trivial. 
In 
dealing with the forces today op- 
erative In human society commen- 
tator* .usually fail to recognize 
this largest and most potent -of 
all fellowships— the baptized dis- 
ciples of- Jesus, Christ.

trance upon His formal ministry. 


John, who was tbe cousin o 


Jesus, and knew from his mother 
Elizabeth the facts of the latter'; 
birth and mission, balked at the 
idea of baptizing one whom h 
recognized as his superior. Whj, 
should the 'Sinless One undergo 
this ceremonial of repentance an 
washing away of sins? Openly 
protesting, 
John 
yielded only 


when Jesus declared "Thus it be 
cometh Me to fulfil all righteous 
ness." 


In other words, Jesus wanted 


His identification of Himself-with 
humanity to be 
complete. , He 


joined John's church, as it were 
not because it was perfect; bu 
because It was the best thing in 
sight, and pointed in the right 
direction. 
A powerful argumen 


resides here for those who keep 
away from the ch-urch because 
it has defects. Jesus gave proof 
that He stood with all who would 
walk God's way. 
• 


An Authoritative Command. 
His great work done, and Gall- 


lee and the Garden of Calvarj 
and the rent tomb behind Him 
Jesus gave farewell instructions 
to His disciples just before the 
Ascension/ These were the flna 
orders: "Go ye 
therefore, 
and 


make disciples of all the nations 
baptizing them into the name of 
the Father, and of the Son and 
Of the Holy Spirit"—an explicit 
statement of the doctrine of the 
Trinity. 
There we have the authority for 


this universal sacrament.. It was 
a decree of the Lord 
Himself. 


And in obedience to it multitudes 
whom no man can number have 
been baptized, in 
the 
Triune 


Name, into the goodly fellowship 
which 
we 
call 
the 
Christian 


church. 
If we could see more 


deeply into real values, we would 
give less thought to whether a 
person were rich or poor, wise or 
ignorant, beautiful 
or 
homely, 


eminent or lowly; and we would 
ponder the purposes in his life 
that are symbolized by baptism. 
[n a changing social order, the 
fellowship of disciples of Jesus, 
pledged to obey His will, should 
be the determinative force. 


Ethiopia In The News. 


Aside from the mass baptism 


of the three thousand converts at 
Pentecost—an experience that has 
jeen duplicated of late years on 
the mission field—the outstanding 
illustration of the practice of bap- 
tism In the Apostolic church is 
the dramatic incident of Philip 
and the Ethiopian eunuch, a high 
official of the court of that an- 
cient nation. 


In .all the hundreds of thou- 


sands of Sunday school classes in 
which this lesson will be studied, 
probably none will fail to link it 
with the present place of imper- 
iled Ethiopia, or Abyssinia, in 
the day's news dispatches. A vast 
.volume of sympathy for this lit- 
•tter' and venerable nation in th> 
heart of Africa will be aroused. 
Not only is Abyssinia the only 
.independent nation left on 
the 
Dark Continent, but it is also 
older than historians have been 
able ot compute, 


Ethiopia claims to have been 


Christian since Apostolic times 
The 
tradition 
in 
the 
Coptic 


church, to which Abyssinia be- 
longs, is that Mark personally 
evangelized Egypt and Ethiopia. 
The way was prepared for him 
by Queen 
Candace's 
treasurer, 


who had been baptized on the 
desert road by Philip. 


The story is a vivid one. As 


the Ethiopian 
official, 
attended 


by a great retinue, rode in his 
chariot from 
Jerusalem 
south- 


ward, he was reading aloud the 
fifty-third chapter of Islah, "the 
heart of the Oold 
Testament.' 
Philip had joined him and asked 
about what he read. 


As "all roads lead to Rhine," so 


verted the Ethiopian, and bap- 
tized him right there. For bap- 
tism is the sign and seal of al- 
legiance to Christ.

A proposal to establish a Wash- 
ington bureau of the East Texas 
Chamber of Commerce with Hu- 
bert M: Harrison, general- mana- 
ger of the regional organization 
in charge, to maintain 
contact 
with various work relief agencies 
and speed up applications' from 
this section of the state, was ap- 
proved without 'opposition at 
a 
meeting of representatives 
from 
eight of the eleven counties in 
District 4 of the regional body at 
the Navarro Hotel Tuesday night. 


Establishment ' of 
a regional 


planning 
board 
and 
planning 
boards in each county to aid the 
state planning body named by 
Gov. James V. Allred was also 
proved promptly when suggested. 


A. G. (Pat) Mayse, Paris pub- 
lisher and president of the East 
Texas chamber, -presided at the 
meeting Tuesday night- and ex- 
pressed his thanks for the turn- 
"out 
in 
spite 
of 
unfavorable 


weather. He reported that he and 
the general manager were 
at- 
tempting to contact each of the 70 
counties 
In the body In three 
days, holding two meeting each 
day. 
He introduced C. C, Rob- 
erts of Corsicana: Cal Noll 
of 
Waxahachie, and W. W. Woodson 
of Waco as directors of the re- 
gional chamber. 


Gigantic Task. 


The chamber president declar- 


ed that he and his aide came to 
the meeting In an advisory capac-. 
ity and asking for the advice of 
the representatives of the counties 
and communities. 
He asserted 
that the nation was entering upon 
the most gigantic 
task in its 


peace-time" history in carrying out 
the works 
relief measure, and 
that his» organization did not be- 
lieve there was a Santa Claus in 
Washington to whom letters could 
be written, and neither did they 
believe that (t was a "grab-bag," 
but that he believed that the or- 
ganization could offer a patriotic 
service by maintaining a represen- 
tative In Washington to maintain 
contact .with the various depart- 
ments and to keep ut> with £he 
ever-changing rulings.

He reported that the plan 
of establishing a bureau had been 
approved Rt meetings held at Green- 
ville, Pittsburg and Jacksonville 
and that many of the groups had 
backed their 'interest with

.mmediately. 
Mr, Harrison 'was presented to 
explain the setup In Washington, 
and declared that he was not dis- 
cussing the merits or demerits of 
;he New Deal, but that It was 
:he policy of the 
East 
Texas 


Chamber to co-operate with and 
support the administration until 
"t could suggest a better plan and 
t was adopted. . 
He presented the major features 


of the picture, namlne the various 
divisions to which allocations had 
been made. 
He said the presi- 
dent had laid down .five prime 
principles to .determine the value 
of each application which includ- 
ed usefulness, supplying of jobs 
to the unemployed promptly, large 
portion of th,e expenditures going 
Jfor labor, availability of workers 
now on relief rolls, and promise 
of some possible returns. 


Harrison 
declared that 
those 


who Intended to participate in the 
program must be aggressive and 
have some personal representation 
in Washington. He declared local 
delegations 
would waste 
much 
money in going to the capital 
and waiting on appointments. He 
stated that Be would prefer not to 
go to Washington himself, point- 
ing out that the climate on the 
Potomac was not so delightful in 
the summer months, and also thai 
he was liable to much criticism 
because he could not obtain al 
the projects sought.

one-half the royalty, 
Ralph W; Yarbrofogh, former as- 
sistant attorney general who rep- 
resented the state, said under the 
decision the state' could collect

Stovall continued 
as its editor. 


A boyhood school-mate of Wood- 
row ••Wilson at Augusta, Qa., Mr. 
Stovall and the 
war 
president 


were close friends for years and 
when the World war came, presi- 
dent Wilson sent him to Swit- 
zerland as minister. 
Frsm 1913 to 1920, Mr. Stovall 
remained at his diplomatic post, 
serving during the trying war and 
post, war periods as adviser on 
questions of neutrality, and aided 
refugees who flocked to Switzer- 
land. In recognition of his hu- 
manitarian 
work, 
the 
Belgian 
government' presented him a gold 
medal. 


Received Many Honor*. 
In Georgia and his home city .of 
Savannah, more honors 
were 
heaped upon him, but the one for 
which Mr. Stovall cared most was 
an honorary degree of LL. D., con- 
ferred in 1922 by his,alma mater, 
the University of Georgia. 
Mr. Stovall entered-, the newspa- 


per field following his graduation 
Trom the university in 1875 with 
a B. S. degree as reporter on the 
Athens, Ga., Banner, later becom- 
ing city editor. 
Goes With Augusta Chronicle. 
The late Patrick Walsh induced 


him to become affiliated with the 
Augusta, Ga., Chronicle, the old- 
est newspaper In the state at the 
time Mr. Walsh was editor. Mr. 
Stovall's promotion was rapid and 
tie soon became associate editor. 
There was no afternoon newspa- 
per at Savannah, during Mr. Sto- 
vall's period of service with the 
Chronicle, so with David Robin- 
son he moved to the seacoast city 
and established 
the 
Savannah 
Press. 
Dual ownership with Mr. Rob- 


inson lasted but a few months and 
his half interest went to Mr. Sto- 
vall who continued sole owner of 
the publication until January, 1931 
when he sold if to Hershel 
V. 
Jenkins; owner of the Morning 
News. 


Mr. Jenkins, however, retained 
the services of Mr. Stovall as ed- 
itor of the Press, which position 
with that of publisher, he held for 
40 years. 
Upon assuming control of the 
Press In 1891, Mr. Stovall began 
to take an active part in tho pub- 
lic affairs of his adopted city' of 
Savannah, and state and nation- 
ally In the ctlvltles of the Demo- 
crtlc party, with which he was 
Always affiliated. 
Interested in Education. 


Much of his interest at Savan- 
nah centered in education. 
He 
served on both the Chatham coun- 
ty and Savannah boards of edu- 
cation. He was a past master of 
his Masonic lodge and was a mem- 
ber of the-Knights Templar and 
the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine. 
Mr. Stovall served as chairman 


of the state Democratic conven- 
tion in Atlanta in 1892 and In 1920 
was chairman of the Georgia del- 
egation to the party's national 
convention at San 'Francisco. 
In 


1924 
he served as delegate to the 
New York Democratic national 
convention. 


In 1902 and until 1906 he was a 
member of the state legislature 
from Chatham county. 
Mr. Stovall was a colonel on the 


staffs of both Governor Northern 
and Governor Atkinson. He was 
for several years a member of the 
board of trustees of the state uni- 
versity of Georgia, serving under 
an appointment by Governor John 
B. Gordon In 1891. 
He was born at Augusta, Ga., 
July 10,-1857, the son of Boiling 
A. and Martha (Wilson) Stovall. 
Both his maternal and* paternal 
grandfathers were patriots of the 
Revolutionary war. His father 
served in the Confederate army 
from the first call for Georgia 
troop* until Lee's surrender. 
Mr. Stovall attended Richmond 


Academy at Augusta and grad- 
uated from the state university In 
1875. 
He was married In 1885 to Miss 
Mary Ganahl of Agusta. 
They 
had three children, Sarah Adams, 
now Mrs. Bertram C. Mason of 
Savannah; Pleasant, now the wife 
of Robert Leslie Craigle, a mem- 
ber of the British diplomatic ser- 
tlce, residing in London, and Jos- 
eph Ganahl Stovall. in bulness at 
Savannah. 


Mr. Stovall was a member of 


the Episcopal church an'd an offi- 
cer in historic Christ church. Sa- 
vannah. He had at one time serv- 
ed as governor of the Georgia 
branch of the Society of Colonial 
wars.

WASHINGTON, May 14. 


W)—Cash bonus leaders in 
congress decided 
suddenly 


today against sending the 
Patman currency-bonus bill 
to President RoRosevelt yet 
because "we're not ready to 
have it vetoed." 
Just when it would go was un- 


determined. 
Senator Thomas (D-Okla) who 


had announced last 
night 
he 


•would release the bill today by 
withdrawing his motion for re- 
consideration of Its passage and 
permit it to go to the White 
House, explained that several of 
the Patman bill supporters in the 
senate had been suddenly called 
away and that if the bill was re- 
leased It might be back again 
with a veto in an hour or two. 


"It might compel us to put on 
a filibuster until our friends got 
back" he said. 


The Patman bill spokesman said 


he did not know of any changes 
in the senate which would alter 
the lineup on a vote on the veto. 
Administration leaders are count- 
ing on at least 34 .votes to sus- 
tain the President. 


Meanwhile, a stream of mes- 
sages urging President Roosevelt 
to approve or veto the Patman 
cash bonus bill continued to pour 
into the White House today as 
the senate approached a roll call 
on .sending the disputed legisla- 
tion :to the Chief Executive for 
formal disapproval. 


The White House reported that 
• larger proportion of the mes-> 
(ages received in the last 24 
hours favored a veto. No figures 
were given. The ratio of the first 
messages received was described 


as about eight to one In favor 
of signing. . 
; 


Administration leaders, mean- 


while, predicted that a Presiden- 
tial veto -would end. the -bonus 
Issue for this session of congress. 


Declaring "we have a better 


chance now to pass the bill over 
a veto than we had two months 
ago to pass it at all," Senator 
Thomas (D-Okla) moved to send 
it to the president's desk during 
the day. 


Roosevelt leaders, 
on 
Capitol 
Hill expressed confidence that the 
$2,200,000,000 currency 
expansion 


measure will be vetoed tomorrow. 


They said they 
expected- the 


message to be strongly worded. 


The decision to send the Pat- 


man .bill Immediately Into the 
teeth of the expected veto was 
reached at a conference called by 
Senator Thomas. Those attending 
included representatives 
of 
the 


Rev. Charles E. Coughlln's Na- 
tional Union for Social Justice 
and the Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
Senators Long (D-La), McCurran 
(D-Nev), and Neely (D-W. Vt), 
and Rep. Patman (D-Texas) au- 
thor of the measure. 


Members of the group said af- 


ter the conference that they had 
received 
information 
reviving 
their hopes of passing the bill 
over a veto. Senator Thomas, how- 
ever, did not claim sufficient votes 
to assure this result. Administra- 
tion leaders in the senate said 
they counted on at least 35 sen- 
ators voting to sustain a veto. 
Thirty-three 
votes 
would 
be 


enough to uphold the 
prsident's 
expected stand. 


The democratic chieftains said 
they expected the veto message to 
stress the monetary features of the 
Patman bill and to riterate Mr.

Major Cohen, led high'officials in 
expressions of sorrow.

Major Cohen had been demo- 
cratic 
national 
committeeman 


from Georgia since 1924. 
Battled Smith. 
As head of the Georgia delega- 


tion that year, he and other lead- 
ers of the William G. McAdoo 
forces battled Alfred E. Smith to 
the deadlock which ended- in the 
nomination of John W. Davis of 
West Virginia as a compromise 
presidential candidate. 


Turning from a prospective ca- 
reer in the navy to take up jour- 
nalism, John Sanford Cohen be- 
came a distinguished newspaper 
publisher, one of the leaders of 
the democratic party and United 
States senator from Georgia. He 
was appointed to the latter place 
by Gov. Richard B. Russell, Jr., 
after William 
J. 
Harris 
had 
died In office in April, 1932. 


Senator Cohen also served his 


country as an army officer In the 
Spanish-American war. 
He was 
active in promoting education and 
was one of the outstanding fig- 
ures among the builders of the 
new south. 


Major Cohen was best known 


perhaps as president and editor 
of the 
Atlanta, (Ga.) 
Journal, 
with which he had been identi- 
fied since 1890. Four years previ- 
ously he started his journalistic 
career on the Augusta Chronicle, 
where he learned to set type and 
read proof and then engaged in 
reportorlal and editorial work. 


Went to Mexico. 
After learning the rudiments of 


newspaper 
work, 
Major 
Cohen 


went to Mexico for a year with 
Captain William G. Raoul, builder 
of the Mexican National Railroad 
In 1889 he went to New York as 
a member of the reportorlal staff 
of the World and the 'next year 
begaji his long association with 
the Atlanta Journal. Starting as 
a reporter, he In turn became po- 
litical writer, Washington corre- 
spondent, chief editorial 
writer 


and managing editor. In 1917 he 
was made president and editor 
and developed the Journal into 
one of the leading newspapers 
of the United States. 


When 
the

war began, Major Cohen sailed 
with Admiral Bob Evans as a 
war correspondent and won much
